Beloved, we may 
have our official stations here, 
but we are all servants of God 
together. We are not to wor- 
ship one another, but with one 
heart and one soul worship God 
supremely, exalt His Son, and 
honor the Holy Ghost, then en- 
joy the sweet, holy fellowship 
of one another. 

The expression‘often used, 
“big preachers and little preach- 
is 
highly improper in referring to 
the blood washed saints, or 
the servants of the Most High. 
Oh, that we could look at one 
another as God looks at us. Be- 
loved, God expects your best 
and my best, and He will honor 
your best as He will mine, and 
mine as yours, and what God 
would haye you dois just as 
important with Him-as what He 
would have me do or vice versa, 
therefore, we are all little, 
humble servants of God, en- 
tirely dependent upon Him, for 
Jesus said, “Without me ye can 
do nothing.” No wonder He 
said, “Ged resisteth the proud” 
because He can’t use them, but 
thank God “He giveth grace un- 
to the humble.” He further de- 
clares that ‘He who exalteth 
himself shall be abased, and he 
who humbleth himself shall be 
exalted.” 

Gives Grace Unto the Humble 

God has an abundance of 
grace for the humble man, the 
one who will lovingly and 
gently humble himself and take 
the worst of things in order that 
God in all things might be glort- 
fied. Pride brings destruction, 
humility brings untold blessings 
and power. The lesson of gen- 
uine humility is one of the most 
essential for both pulpit and 
pew and should be well learned 
and put into practice on all oc- 
casions. The man who thinks 
that no one else can preach 
hardly so well as himself is de- 
ceived, and thinks more of his 
own preaching than his congre- 
gation does. There is quite a 


[contrast in great preaching and 


great skinning. Some preachers 
take a pride in skinning when 
they have no oil to pour on afte 
they get it done. 

Several years agolI knew a 
preacher who took great pride 
along this particular line and 
there were a few in his congre- 
gation whom he did not have the 
utmost cofidence in and he de 
cided that he would preach a 
sermon that would knock their 
props from under them as he 
called it. He says, “I am going 
to preach them to the altar,” 
and he leveled down with one of 
his great skinning sermons, 
firing one gunafter another 
and thought he was hitting 
them every shot. By and by at 
the close of the service he made 
an altar call, copfidently expect 
ing them to be the first ones at 
the altar, but alas, instead of 
what he expected, six of the 
best members he had quietly 
arose and went to the altar and 
the very ones he was_ shooting 
at (and using the sacred desk as 
a breast works) sat erect as 
tho nothing had ever happened. 
That must have been his sermon 
instead of the Lord’s. Some- 
times preachers have some ser. 
mons that are their own per- 
sonal property and other times 
under the anointing, the Lord 
sends a message and He takes 
care ofit. Yes, it will ac- 
complish that whereunto He 
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sent it. Oh, if men would only 
give God a chance, let God take 
possession of their every faculty’ 
He would use them to His glory 
and to the salvation of the lost. 
God wants humble men that He 
can work through. 

I feel that it would be fitting 
just here. to sound a note of 
warning of a threatening dan- 
ger of dead formality, dead 
theology on the one hand and4d 
wild fire and fanaticism on the 
other. There appears to be an 
alarming tendendcy on the part 
of many to drift into a dead, 
formal, mechanical way of 
preaching and doing things, 
while on the other hand some 
entertain the fanatical idea that 
we can just open our mouth 
and the Lord fill it (with some- 
thing). They don’t have to 
study or anything of that kind, 
put just merely testify. A good 
testimony is fine, but that is 
not preaching. A church will 
not prosper fed on that and that 
alone. Then again others must 
have their skeletons of sermons 
or they can’t preach, but you 
know that a skeleton is dead to 
start on and dead to quit on 
and a church cannot prosper in 
Spiritual things fed.on dead 
carcasses, therefore the only 
remedy is to hold’ God’s Sacred 
Book close to our hearts, pray 
for Him to give us a ‘revelation 
of His Word and pray for Him 
to enable us to preach with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from 
Heaven, remembering that Paul 
said, ‘“My speech and my 
preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in 
demonstration of the Spirit and 
of power,” tfien the conclusion 
of the whole matter is that God 
would place His power on the 
humble soul. He will make 
them a wonder to themselves 
and those around them. The 
churches will prosper in Spirit- 
ual things, their services will be/ 
fruitful in the ingathering of 
souls. Oh, we need the holy 
fire in both pulpit and pew, then 
God will solve our problems for 
us andour greatest energies 
will be spent in lifting up the 
fallen and caring for the dying: 
Oh, that God would make every 
church throughout this broad 
land asoul saving station, a 
lighthouse forthe multitudes 
who are wandering in darkness. 

Humble. Yourseives 

Our attention is especially 
called to the fact that we are 
exhorted to humble ourselves 
and this is a_ privilege that 
should be highly appreciated 
and lovingky obeyed from the 
fact that it is far better for us 
to humble ourselves than to 
wait for God’s judgments, mis- 
fortunes, bereavements and dis- 
aster to humble us. Oh, so 
often has God in His mercy, 
plucked the little flowers of our 
home in order to humble us be- 
fore Him and bring us to a full 
realization of our dependence 
and accountability to Him. Of- 
ten affliction comes that really 
proves ablessing in disguise, 
and has the effect of humbling 
us before the Lord and enabling 
us to feel our dependence upon 
Him. Sometimes God has: to 
call us behind the vale (6f af- 
fliction) to get to tlk with us 
and tell us how wreckless, heed- 
less and unthoughtful we are 
of Him and get us divested of 
ourselves, that self pride which 
proves so detrimental to our 
Christian experience and with 
pale faces we look up into His 
face and cry for deliverance 
with the solemn vow that we 
will serve Him better, that we 
will walk humble with Him. 

Sometimes God suffers re- 


verses of various kinds to come, 


Our way in order to humble us 
when we might have prevented 
it by humbling ourselves. Mis- 
fortune sometimes overtakes us 
to humble us, when if we should 
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have humbled ourselves it, 
might have been fortune, Some- 
times disappointments come 
and sorely try us to humble us 
when if we should have hum- 
bled ourselves it would have 
been His appointment rather 
than disappointment. Some- 
times when everything is going 
well, prosperity coming our way, 
we forget and neglect Him and 
become lifted up with pride, 
then He has to humble us, 
when we could have humbled 
ourselves. Then’ sometimes 
judgments: ‘follow that are 
more severe and almost harder 
than we are able to bear; yet 
is all for our good to bring us to 
His feet where we will acknowl- 
edge Christ as all and in all. He 
does it because He loves us, not 
because-He is angry with us. He 
knows that He cannot afford 
such to enter the Pearly White 
City and He wants us there. He 
willeth not the death of any, but 
that all should come to Him. He 
chastises us many times in or- 
der to humble us so that we 
might be partakers of His holi- 
ness, for without it we cannot 
enter Heaven. 

In the consideration of our 
humbling ourselves God has 
promised to exalt us: in due 
season, therefore, it is our part 
to humble ourselves and God’s 
part to do the exalting, hut so 
often the case the rule is re- 
versed, we exalt ourselves and 
God has to akase us and Oh, 
how that hurts, but on the other 
hand when we humble our- 
selves the blessings flow freely 
and the glory rolls, the victory 
is ours and God exalts us, the 
power falls, the Spiritual tide 
runs high, the flood gates of 
glory are raised and we are un- 
der the spout where the glory 
comes out. 

Note.—This article is to be

It was pride that 
caused Satan’s fall, it was pride 
caused man’s fall, for man was 
made subject to vanity, (def. of 
pride is vanity), 
ingly because God had subjected 
the same in hope, and we can 
be free from pride, sin, iniquity 
and wickedness, so it seems to 
me as we have him pretty well 
located. 

But how often itis in the 
sacred pulpit it is so stated that 
we have to sin and commit. in- 
iquity and wickedness. Well if 
the ministers stand for and 
teach this kind of a thing we 
have sure located the criminal, 
both by photograph, and ac- 
tions, and he will run from, and 
shun a Church of God preacher 
that preaches HOLINESS, as 
quick as a criminal will 4 police- 
man. 

Now some will doubt about 
this thing, to say this rendering 
is not correct. Well turn with 
me to Eph. 2:2 and we find that
